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This is a decision on the petition filed on November 19, 2008, which is being treated as a petition 
under 37 CFR 1 .705(d) requesting that the patent term adjustment indicated on the above- 
identified patent be corrected to indicate that the term of the above-identified patent is extended 
or adjusted by one thousand, one hundred and sixty-five ( 1 , 1 65) days. 

The petition to correct the patent term adjustment indicated on the above-identified patent to 
indicate that the term of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by five hundred 
sixty-one days is GRANTED 1 .

1 The record reflects that on July 2, 2008, patentees submitted a supplemental reply or paper in the form of an 
Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) after filing a reply to a non-final Office action on May 2, 2008. The record 
does not support a conclusion that the examiner expressly requested the filing of the IDS. Further, a review of the 
IDS, filed July 2, 2008, reveals that patentees did not include a statement under 37 CFR 1 .704(d). Thus, patentees 
failed to engage in reasonable efforts to conclude prosecution of the application. Accordingly, the period of 
adjustment should have been reduced by 61 days pursuant to 37 CFR 1.704(c)(8), counting the number of days 
beginning on the day after the date the initial reply was filed, May 3, 2008, and ending on the date that the IDS was 
filed, July 2, 2008.
